the new rulers of Russia decided it...

They are making a dra- 
matic shift of attention from aggres- 
sive world revolution to give more at- 
tention to domestic affairs. The release 
of some political prisoners, the lower- 
ing of consumer goods prices, the awk- 
ward about-face in the case of the ac- 
cused doctors and the almost abrupt 
halt of verbal attacks on foreign na- 
tions—all this enables us to say as- 
suredly that Russia, for many, many 
reasons, wants an undetermined period 
of “peace” ... which she can, of course, 
end without warning.

Paul Brown Looks 
At Cotton Problem 


Rep. Paul Brown's fight to make it 
easier for foreign mills to purchase 
American cotton and other farm prod- 
ucts through a more liberal credit pol- 
icy by the Export-Import Bank seems 
‘based on sound reasons. In fact, most 
“of Representative Brown’s practical ap- 
‘proaches to the nation’s and his con- 
stituents’ problems reflect good judg- 
‘ment and common sense. 

The proposal would, .ef course, be 
of greatest help in the marketing of 
cotton. Exports of the fiber, off more 
than 37 per cent last year, have con- 
tinued to drop in 1953. The result is 
shown in sharp reductions in cotton 
prices and the prospect for a huge crop 
Carryover during the coming year. 


At present, payment for cotton is. 


‘required before shipment abroad is 


made. Since many foreign mills do 
not have the’money to invest in raw 
cotton months before they use it, a sim- 
ple process of easing this requirement 


would enable us to sell much more cot- 


ton abroad. So reasons Representative 
Brown and with good sense. 


It would be better to move this cot- 
ton into foreign markets, even if we 
must sustain slight losses, than to force 
the government to purchase more and 
more of it through the loan program 
and to run the risk of even greater 
losses in price drops by the farmers 
themselves. 


Congress has an opportunity to take 
a positive and helpful step in slowing 
the decline of farm commodity prices. 
It should lose no time in so doing.

It has become really distressing that 
every returning commander, as it suits 
the convenience of the politicians, is 
called up publicly to criticize his supe- 
riors and to make vague claims about 
what he could have accomplished ex- 
cept for those superiors. 


Those dissatisfied generals, and ad- 
mirals, too, throw military tradition to 
the winds and disgorge their frustrated 
ambitions in blasts at their “bosses.”

We are entirely in accord with See- 
retasy Wilson’s order. We hope he car- 
ries it through to its logical conclusion 
in a crackdown on loose talk and politi- 
cal meddling by military commanders.

In Standards Bureau

ing of Dr. A. V. Astin as head of the

McCarthy Deal 
Had Precedents 


WASHINGTON, April 6—Viewed in the 
perspective of history, the McCarthy effort 
to help put an end to trade with our 
enemies in Korea has many a precedent 
behind it which indicates that memories 
are short in Washington. 

The basic questions are these: 

1, Can a congressional committee “‘ne- 
gotiate’’ an agreement with individuals on 
phases of certain controversial problems 
ely tackled by the executive branch 

. of the government? 
The answer is that it 
has happened before. 
2. Can a congres- 
sional committee or its 
individual members 
deal with ambassadors 
and representatives of 
foreign governments. on 
~matters of foreign pol- 
icy? The answer is 
that they have done so 
in the past. and prob- 
ably will continue to do 


so in the future. 

3. . Is foreign policy exclusively an 
executive matter, or does the Senate have 
rights which grow out of the constitutional 
provision that treaties with foreign govern- 
ments must be ratified by a two-thirds vote 
of the Senate? The answer is that the Sen- 
is entitled to 
communicate with anybody in the world in 


order to get the desired information for 


treaty-making purposes or for legislation 
generally affecting foreign countries. 

The fact is that the Senate foreign rela- 
tions committee under various administra- 
tions has permitted foreign ambassadors 


and ministers to discuss informally with . 


committee members their proposed policies 
and to give “‘assurances’’ that have the 
force of ‘‘agreements.”’ 


Perhaps the most outstanding example 
of a so-called agreement or understanding 
‘‘negotiated’’ by members of a Senate com- 
mittee occurred in 1920, when Viscount 
Grey came to America as British Ambas- 
sador. He spent a good deal of time dis- 
cussing an important question with the 
then chairman of the Senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, the late Henry Cabot 
Lodge. 

Time and again in the past, informal 
assurances of various kinds have been 
given the foreign relations committee of the 
Senate by diplomatic representatives of for- 
eign governments. 

Whether one chooses to call all this 
‘‘negotiation’’ or ‘‘infringement’’ on for- 
eign-policy making is a quibble. One thing 
is clear—nothing can be ‘‘negotiated’’ by 
senators or representatives that binds the 
executive branch, though much can be 
done to influence policy on the legislative 
side and indirectly the executive policy, too. 

What is important is not the fine points 
of diplomatic etiquette, but why trading 
with the enemy has not been stopped 
during the last two years, and what is 
being done now to stop it.

39.8 per cent of the deaths last year 
came in collisions between automobiles; 
46.8 per cent resulted from excessive 
speeds; 17.5 per cent happened between 
1 and 6 a. m.; 


81.1 per cent happened during clear 
weather conditions; 75.6 per cent occurred 
on dry roads; 92.5 per cent involved male 
drivers; 

96.4 per cent of the cars involved appar- 
ently were in good condition; 81.7 per cent 
of the automobiles were traveling straight 
ahead; 20.9 per cent of the accidents took 
place on Saturday. 


The insurance company (Travelers) 
summarizes its accident report by saying: 


“You will see that most (deaths) were 
caused by drivers and pedestrians in con- 
trol of the fateful circumstances which led 
to the-accidents. You will conclude that 
the accident problem can be solved only by 
those who do the driving and walking.” 


Apparently the personal approach is the 
only manner to treat the highway problem. 
The rational driver examining the facts 
presented above can see he has a good car, 
the weather is fine and the road is straight 
ahead; he can ask himself only one ques- 
tion: ‘‘Why should I go out and kill myself?”

If We Demand Good Postal Service, 
We Must Be Willing To Pay for It 


Atlanta—Since I have dealt with the 
post office almost daily for more than 25 
years, I read with interest your editorial 
on the Postal Service and was particularly 
struck by the statement that. amidst all the 
criticism of the.Post Office no one has come 
forward to say a good word for it. I would 
like to say that good word, and with reason. 


The American public has become so used 
to efficient service from the post office 
that it takes perfect delivery of the mail 
for granted. Of the millions, yes, even bil- 
lions of letters, packages and other mail, 
including newspapers and magazines, that 
are handled by the Postal Service, only a 
very few fail to reach their destination 
when properly addressed. And those few 
are what seem to arouse our ire. 


Much is said about the post office deficit. 
If we expect the post office to guarantee 
the profit of every air line that carries 
the mail, transport all government mail 
free, carry periodicals to even the remotest 
homes at a substantial loss and perform 
numerous other services on which there is 
no possibility of profit, how can we expect 
it to show a profit? Particular attention 
is sometimes directed to the fact that the 
post office carries advertising mail at a 
loss, without remembering that advertising 
carries its full share of postal cost and yet 
does not receive anything like the service 
that is accorded first and second-class mail. 


Most anybody can make more in a 
manufacturing plant or in some govern- 
ment bureau than he can at the post office. 
If the post office is expected to give the 
service we demand of it, we must be will- 
ing to pay for that sérvice, and if we do 
pay for it, we'll find no more conscientious 
group of people striving to do a good job 
than we will find at the post office.

Story of Jesus 
Is Unfinished 


My mind has often been stimulated by 
the suggestive words with which John 
brings to a close his Gospel: ‘‘There are 
also many other things which Jesus did, 
the which, if they should be written, if they 
should be written every one, I suppose. that 
even the world itself ‘ 
could not contain the 
books that should be 
written.’’ The New Tes- 
tament record of the 
life and teaching of 
Jesus is given in four 
brief books containing 
79 brief chapters. In 
the Bible before me on 
my desk, the Gospel 
record is given in a 
total of only 156 pages. 
When one considers how great is the overe 
lapping of both story and precept among 
the Gospels. the abbreviated record of 
Christ seems all the more brief. 

Compare, moreover, the brevity of this 
story with the biographies of the world's 
great leaders. In a library you'll find the 
two and four and sometimes the eight or 
10-volume_ editions containing definitive 
biographies of men. How noble and com- 
plete they seem when compared with the 
simple story of the greatest of men. 

I often wonder about ‘the many other 
things which Jesus did’’ and I long to read 
the unwritten books which ‘‘the world ite 
self could not contain.’’ There are so many 
details about Jesus we would wish to know, 
Almost: nothing is told us concerning His 
childhood. There is so little about His 
home life. How many of His intimate cone 
versations with the disciples are known 
only to those who walked with Him and 
talked with Him? 

Yet I suspect that it was the inscrutable 
wisdom of God Himself which foresaw the 
glory of simplicity, for had we a weighty 
tome we would, perhaps, fail to read the 
Word and all and we would hardly be able 
to read again and again. And if the story 
of Jesus were longer, could it indeed be 
more complete? 


The life of Christ, furthermore, cannot 
be adequately defined by one book or a 
thousand, nor can it be completely cone 
fined to a million books. Jesus is not lime 
ited to what can be written about His 33 
vears of living in the communities of men, 
To St. Paul, who never knew Jesus after 
the flesh, Jesus was just as rea] as Paul 
was to those His hands touched. And what 
was true for St. Paul has been true for the 
countless disciples of Christ through the 
long centuries, 

Christ is born anew in the heart of each 
man who loves Him; Christ lives forever in 
the lives of those who serve Him. The 
Christ of faith is as great a reality to men 
as the Christ of history. Are His teachings 
limited to the Bible? Does He not speak 
through each of us? Are His miracles cone 
fined to the Gospel story? Is not the mire 
acle of a transformed life today as great a 
witness to God's power in Christ as when 
a woman found health by touching His robe? 


“That Christ may dwell in your hearts 
bv faith’’ (Ephesians 3:17) was the prayer 
of St. Paul. Each Christian life is an une 
written book of Christ.

Georgia served its purpose well and during the war between 
England and Spain, the little colony stood practically the en- 
tire blast of the conflict on American soil. When peace came, 
grateful South Carolina promptly claimed all of the land be- 
tween the Altamaha and the St. Johns Rivers. Georgia, war 
weary and weak from her losses while protecting the other 
colonies, was in no position to resist. So the South Carolina 
governor granted 325,000 acres of Georgia soil to his loyal sub- 
jects who had given the Georgia fighters their utmost moral 
support from a safe distance north of the Savannah River.
